ager, mailed by U S Postal 
Service, or mailed by com- 
mercial carrier. All ballots 
must be received in person 
no later than 5 p.m. the day 
prior to the Election (Oct. 
5th); or if mailed must be 
received by 12 noon the day 
of the election.

USDA's Farm Service Agency announces changes for 
emergency haying and grazing use for acres in CRP 


The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture’s (USDA) Farm 
Service Agency (FSA) re- 
cently announced changes 
for emergency haying and 
grazing use of acres enrolled 
in the Conservation Reserve 
Program (CRP). This in- 
cludes changes outlined in 
the 2018 Farm Bill that 
streamlines the authorization 
process for farmers and 
ranchers. 

“Drought conditions are 
tough for our livestock pro- 
ducers, but emergency hay~ 
ing and grazing use of 
Conservation Reserve Pro- 
gram acres provides tempo- 
rary relief to these 
producers,” said David 
McCurdy, State Executive 
Director in Alabama. 
“Thanks to a streamlined au- 
thorization process, Alabama 
producers will be able to 
more quickly obtain emer- 
gency use approval to begin 
emergency haying or grazing 
of CRP acres.” 

Previously | emergency 
haying and grazing requests 
originated with FSA at the 
county level and required 
state and national level ap- 
proval. Now approval will be 
based on drought severity as 
determined by the US. 
Drought Monitor. 

To date, Baldwin and Mo- 
bile counties in Alabama 
have triggered eligibility for 
emergency haying and graz- 
ing on CRP acres. A list by 
state and map of eligible 
counties are updated weekly 
and available on FSA’s web- 
site. 

Producers located in a 
county that is designated as 
severe drought (D2) or 
greater on or after the last day 
of the primary nesting season 
are eligible for emergency 
haying and grazing on all eli- 
gible acres. Additionally, 
producers located in counties 
that were in a severe drought 
(D2) status any single week 
during the last eight weeks of 


the primary nesting season 
may also be eligible for 
emergency haying and graz- 
ing unless the FSA County 
Committee determines that 
forage conditions no longer 
warrant emergency haying 
and grazing. 

Counties that trigger for 
Livestock Forage Disaster 
Program (LFP) payments 
based on the U.S. Drought 
Monitor may hay only cer- 
tain practices on less than 
50% of eligible contract 
acres. Producers should con- 
tact their local FSA county 
office for eligible CRP prac- 
tices. 

Producers who don’t meet 


the drought monitor qual- 


ifications but have a 40% 
loss of forage production 
may also be eligible for 
emergency haying and graz- 
ing outside of the primary 
nesting season. 

Before haying or grazing 
eligible acres, producers 
must submit a request for 
CRP emergency haying or 
grazing to FSA and obtain a 
modified conservation plan 
from the Natural Resources 
Conservation Service 
(NRCS). 

Emergency grazing is au- 
thorized for up to 90 days 
and emergency haying is au- 
thorized for up to 60 days. 
Program participants must 
stop haying and grazing 30 
days before the first freeze 
date in the fall based on the 
dates established for LFP. 

Under the emergency 
grazing provisions, pro- 
ducers can use the CRP 
acreage for their own live- 
stock or may grant another 
livestock producer use of the 
CRP acreage. The eligible 
CRP acreage is limited to 
acres located within the ap- 
proved county. 

For emergency haying, 
producers are limited to one 
cutting and are permitted to 
sell the hay, Participants must 
remove all hay from CRP

Social media has made it easier than ever to connect with people all 
over the world almost instantly, Facebook posts are a quick way to share 
the news with all of your connections at once. However, not all news is 
always good news. While you're scrolling through graduations, birthdays, 
anniversaries, engagements, and birth announcements, you may also 
come across posts expressing the loss of a family member or friend. 

Grief is something many people have trouble dealing with. What do you 
say to someone who has just lost a loved one? And more so, what is the 
appropriate response in an online environment? 

First of all, simply acknowledging their loss is a good place to start. Click 
the "like” (or "sad”) button to let them know you've seen their post. They 
aren't necessarily looking for everyone to comment, but just to know 
they're not alone and others know what's going on. 

If you do leave a comment, make it brief yet thoughtful. Refrain from 
asking what happened or sharing your own stories of loss. Focus on them 
in their time of need.

"Your [mother/brother/aunt/friend] was a wonderful person, and s/he 


will be missed." 


"Sending my condolences to you and your family," 

Avoid messages such as "They're in a better place now’ or "Now they're 
free from pain” — while true, they won't necessarily make someone feel 
better. Ifitis someone you are close to, you may want to give them a call 
to follow up and see if there is anything you can do or anything they need. 

Remember loss is not a once-and-done event. Keep in touch and check 
in during the weeks and months to come to see how they're. ons and 
offer your support — even if it’s through a Facebook post.

** Brantley make it look easy in a 49-0 romp over Lu- 
verne, and after the game the Bulldog fans were calling in 
to the radio talk shows making it clear these ‘Dogs are with- 
out a doubt the team to beat in the 1A ranks. It was an im- 
pressive win over a cross-county rival, but it was just game 
one, and Brantley will get the best shot from all its oppo- 
nents all season long and will be tested as the season moves 
on.

The Elba Tigers erupted 
for three fourth quarter 
touchdowns, including two 
scores in a span of only 59- 
seconds, to rally past the 
Opp Bobcats 26-21 Friday 
night on Opp’s Randy Grif- 
fin Field. 

The Elba defense turned 
back an early Opp scoring 
threat in the first quarter 
when the Tigers John Mar- 
tin Wilson intercepted a 
Bobcat pass in the endzone, 
while the Tiger offense 
came up with a big play of 
its own only three plays 
later when Chrystyile Cal- 
dwell took a direct handoff 
from the blocking back po- 
sition, burst through a hole 
in the Opp defense and 
raced 80 yards for a touch- 
down. Collin Harrison ran 
in the two-point conversion, 
and with 3:54 left in the 
opening quarter Elba was 
on top 8-0. 

The Tigers failed to cash

line. Opp quarterback Hal 
Smithart hit on seven passes 
for 78 yards to lead the 
Bobcats down the field.

things drive gobbling activ- 
ity. One is hen availability. 
As hens become less avail- 
able, gobbling increases. 
The other is competition 
amongst themselves. If your 
buddy is gobbling, you gob- 
ble. 

“What we see is that a lot 
of gobbling in March cor- 
responds to no breeding ac- 
tivity. We also see that 
gobbling really picks up 
when hens start to nest.” 

Chamberlain said what 
we're dealing with in the 
South is an increased har- 
vest of gobblers and a sur- 
vival rate of hatchlings that 
is not high enough to sus- 
tain the population. 

“What we see is a slow, 
gradual decline across all 
the states in the Southeast,” 
he said. “The survival rate 
of a clutch is 1 to 1% poults 
per hen. That is not sustain- 
able. So, it makes sense that 
the populations have slowly 
declined.” 


Chamberlain pointed out 
that the reported harvest on 
the opening weekend of Al- 
abama’s 2020 season was 
43 percent higher than the 
harvest from 2019, a trend 
that held true throughout the 
Southeast. 

“We know that early in 
the season, the dominant 
birds are the ones being 
shot,” he said. “So that 43 
percent disproportionately 
affects the older, dominant 


time, predators can’t pos- 
sibly find all of them. If you 
stretch it across three 
months — rat snakes, rac- 
coons, horned owls — you’re 
giving them an advantage, 
Board Chairman Joey 
Dobbs asked Chamberlain 
if he had suggestions on 
how to stop the decline of 
the turkey population in Al- 
abama and the Southeast. 
“There are some things 
we can control and some 
things we can’t,” Chamber- 
lain said. “This bird, uni- 
formly across the Southeast, 
is dealing with habitat is- 
sues — declining quality, 
fragmentation, urbaniza- 
tion, We have diseases that 
are popping up that are af- 
fecting the birds. We have 
predator communities that 
are much more diverse than 
they were. We can’t control 
any of that because most 
turkeys live on private land. 
“What we can control is 
what we know impacts this 
bird, That is harvest. We’ve 
known this since the mid- 


of three birds. The current 
regulations open the spring 
turkey season in most of the 
state on the third Saturday 
in March with a season bag 
limit of five birds. 

When asked for a rec- 
ommendation on turkey 
season by Chairman Dobbs, 
Wildlife and Freshwater 
Fisheries Director Chuck 
Sykes said the decline in 
Arkansas’ turkey numbers 
is an ominous indication of
